Courses are only open to registered voters of Greenwich and will be particularly 
beneficial to those with an interest in elections, running for office, or campaigns.

• Tour of the Registrars of Voters office, introduction to the Elections Calendar and   
  routine Registrars of Voters functions. Thursday, April 27 @ 7 PM - 9 PM

Course 1 - Intro to Elections

• Voter registration procedures, including state-mandated voter roll canvas and review 
  of ERIC. Thursday, June 1 @ 7 PM - 9 PM

Course 2 - Voter Registration

• Certification as a Polling Place Moderator. 4 hours in person and 3 hours online 
  training followed by an exam. May/June Multiple Dates Available. Courses may not be 
  held in Greenwich but will be held within Fairfield County.

Course 3 - Polling Places

• Early voting, absentee ballots and election day registration. Thursday, September 28 
  @ 7 PM -  9 PM

Course 4 - Early Voting

• Observation of tabulator testing. Thursday, October 26 @ 9 AM - 3 PM. Must attend for 
  1 hour.
• Attendance at Official Checker training. Thursday, October 26 @ 7 PM or Saturday, 
  October 28 @ 11 AM 
• Attendance at Electronic Pollbook training. Tuesday, October 24 @ 6 PM or Thursday, 
  October 26 @ 6 PM or Saturday, October 28 @ 9 AM
• Attendance at Poll Worker training for Moderator, Assistant Registrar, ID Clerk, Ballot 
  Clerk, Tabulator Tender and Greeter. Saturday, November 4 @ 9 AM - 12 PM
